f believe that the shadows that have been cast 


on public utility securities—primarily through 
lack of sufficiently elastic rate regulation-—back 
of which stands uneducated opinion, will gradual- 
ly pass away. 


Regulation should be on the basis of service- 


at-cost, a procedure successfully adopted in a mini 
her of cities where the company's rates may be 
changed from time to time in order to permit it 
to earn operating expenses, taxes, maintenance 
and depreciation charges, and a reasonable return 
on the capital invested in the business. Xo max- 
imum rates should be included in the service-at- 
eost plan, as it is impossible to project ourselves 
into the future and predict what the cost of pro- 
ducing these services may be. If the cost be- 
comes greater, the public served should pay high- 
er rates; if it becomes smaller, the public "should 
receive the benefit of lower rates. 


A permanent solution of the difficulties con- 


fronting public utilities can be achieved only 
when the people come to realize that the public 
service business is the people's business, not only 
from their direct or indirect financial interest 
therein, but from the standpoint of the comfort, 
progress and prosperity of the communities 
served.

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When William Shakespeare reached London some 


time about 1585-7 after his long wearisome trudge from 
Stratford-on-Avon, he found a city in which there was 
no organized system of lighting, water distribution or 
rapid transportation. Wending his way to'the Bank- 
side, just outside the* city limits, he found one or two 
theaters in operation there, but all performances were 
given in the afternoon, owing to the fact that no safe 
system of lighting had been developed, the authorities 
presumptively forbidding the extensive use of oil lamps 
because of the danger of^fire. Thus William Shake- 
speare, whatever youthful dreams of the great city he 
may have entertained before leaving his home to begin 
his immortal career, found there was practically no 
night life in London. Most of the people went to bed 
with the chickens. When some unusual festivity did 
take place at night in the heart of London, those at- 
tending ventured upon the unlighted streets attended 
l}y armed escorts bearing lanterns, as robbers infested 
the highways. Indeed, it was a dark and dangerous 
London in the days of William Shakespeare! 


Mr. Shakespeare received another vivid impression 


from the metropolis which offended his aesthetic 
sensibilities. He observed that most of the citizens of 
London were very unclean as individuals. Their cloth- 
ing was dirty, their hands and faces likewise. They 
filled the country-bred poet with such dislike and con- 
tempt that he rarely, if ever, referred to them in any 
of his^plays except in terms of derision, such as "greasy 
caps," etc, The*luxury of bathing was almost un- 
known. Ambergris, that strange perfume material 
found in the whale, brought an enormous price and 
immediate sale, being highly prized by the naturally 
dainty. Even in that grand old pile, Westminster 
Palace, where the Queen lived, there were no sewage, 
facilities and the odoriferous atmosphere prevailing in 
the lofty halls of this majestic seat of royalty provoked 
the ire and satire of the excellent Sir John Harrington, 
poet and kinsman of the Queen. Sir John iridited a skit 
entitled 'The Metamorphosis of Ajax," a satire com- 
posed after the manner of the famous Latin poet Ovid, 
in which the smell of the palace was scored. The little 
brochure procured for him a sentence—somewhat 
humorously pronounced by the Queen~-4o return to his 
country home and remain there until he had translated 
the whole of Ovid. This obscure bit of history has the 
value of emphasizing the squalor of the day as well as 
showing that some men were conscious of the wretched- 
ness of their condition notwithstanding that they had 
never known any other. 


After all, could the people be blamed if sanitary 


conditions were bad? How could the individual be 
clean? Or the city sanitary? There was no general 
system of water distribution. Is it strange that dread- 
ful plagues raged—that'theaters and all places of 
public gathering were ctosed for months at a time when 


terrible infections seeped into the shallow 
wells from which all water was drawn, 
• 


thousands being destroyed thus each year? 


As for moving about, either in town or 


country, such was the generally impassable 
, character of most highways and the dan- 
gers with which they were fraught that a proposal to 
visit a comparatively nearby point was a serious under- 
taking, to be avoided if possible. The favored mode of 
transit was by horseback and journeys of,mdre than 
fifty miles were seldom attempted except on matters oi 
official business, when virile, hard-riding, 
fehtine 
men carried on. 


Yes, Shakespeare found the sixteenth century 


London a dark, dirty, crude, plague-ridden, dangerous,' 
slow-moving London as compared with the brightly 
lighted, relatively clean, disease-free, safe and fast 
moving London of the twentieth century. What has 


minds, freed from the bondage of ignorance through 
the development of printing, turned to scientific inves- 
tigation and thus has been given the world gas, electric 
lights, systems of pure water distribution, telephones 
power driven railway cars.

Could Aladdin and his Wonderful Lamp have 


worked a greater miracle? What was his tawdry little 
palace of gold and jewels as compared ,with this won-r 
derful achievement of the last century embracing the 
whole world? In a very few years this great transfor- 
mation has taken place. The comparison of this day 
with the time of Shakespeare is employed herein be- 
cause of the general conception of conditions in that 
period, but the contrast of the present with the Ameri- 
can city of the early nineteenth century would serve 
as well. 


What, then, are the agencies that have contributed so largely 


to the development of a higher civilization, making possible con- 
sentrated populations, ceaseless industrial activity, comparative 
freedom from poverty, comfort for. the lowly, luxury for the 
great majority and a magnificent increase in the visible wealth 
of man ? They are called "Public Utilities," and they present in 
their general phases the most important problems of society. 
So efficient and logical has been their development that few 
thinkers have given them the attention their importance de- 
serves. Some persons, more thoughtless than malicious, take 
delight in solving all problems connected with such large opera- 
tions out-of-hand by impugning the motives of *the operators. 
Men become exceedingly peevish over a momentary break in a 
service more wonderful than anything their grandfathers ever 
dreamed about.
